Arcadi and I were thus mar- 
ried in common Jaw.We never 
registered nt the Zaks because 
I had wished to retain my Bri- 
tish passport to travel ubroad 
freely: Russian citizens had 
great diMculty In obtaining 
visas, Lover it became a ques- 
tlon of {ts value in permitting 
me to escape from the Sovict 
Union, 

Until 1935 divorce In Russia 
required only a statement at 
Zaks by either husband or wife 
that the marringe was annulled. 
Today it Is harder to obtain a 
divorce without thse mutual con- 
sent of the other, and the fee 
for n divorco hns been made ale 
most prohibitive for the mass 
of the population. Only the rich 
can .afford several divorces. 

Most of the domestic relations 
cases before the courts arise 
from the difMflcultics caused by 
the housing problem. Even 
when both husband and wife 
wish to separate, it is almost 


impossible for them to do so 
beenuse nolther can find new 


quarters, 


WOMEN’S LIFE 


HE abolition of ‘legal abor- 
lions since 1935 has, of 
course, made life for Russian 
women very much harder and 
Intensified the housing shortage. 
The upper classes, as elsewhere, 
are affected little by the change. 
They can buy contraceptives, 
or they have a high enough 
“cultural level” to avold cx- 
cessive childbearing. 

But the women of the work- 
ing, class and the peasants now 
either have to resort secretly 
to unqualified abortionists or 
maintatn families _ of five, six, 
seven or more children in one 
room. 

For five months Arcadi and I 
shared our kitchen and bath- 
room with Arcadi’s divorced 
wife and child, and with 
another family of three who 
occupled the third room In the 
Nat. 

My most lasting memories of 
ife in Moscow concern the 
three years Arcadi and I spent 
in our two rooms_ on Ordinku. 
near the Moscow River. They 
were our first home together 
‘and_our_Inst, for we did not 
securo our long-promised fat 
until three months before 
Arcadi's arrest. in April 1936. 

Badly built, with doors and 
windows of unscasoned: wood 
which would not shut pro- 
perly, unpapered and thinly 
whitewashed walls, these two 
rooms were home. 

By American or English 
standards, we lived In a squalid 
tenement house. But by Sovict 
Russian standards we were 
housed ‘as Communist 
nristocrats. We had the luxury 
of gus for cooking Instead of a 
smelly oil stove. | And we had a 
bathroom . with a lavatory, 
which we ‘shared with only onc 
other family. : 

BUG-CATCHING 
wu the Barskis in the third 

room of. our apartment, we 
even managed to clear the Ant 
of the bugs which haunt most 
apartment houses in Moscow. 

We could not avoid occasional- 
ly bringing home bugs on our 
clothing after standing in the 
crowded street cars. I protected 
my baby by standing

HUMAN WRECKS 


NE afternoon in November 

°1033, I saw pollee driving. 
some Wrecks of humanity down 
Into the cellar of our building. 
More ant more people were 
brought In as evening fell. 

The police were. rounding up 
all the beggars and the homeless 
in tho city prior to the Novem 
ber Revolution celebrations. Tho 
forelgners must not see the 
starving, homeless hordes, so 
they were all to be dumped 
outside Moscow, 

Late in the evening trucks 
arrived, and the beggars were 
Pushed into them—somce _ sicle, 
others lame. Many wero 
children. They were taken 40 
or 50 miles outside Moscow and 
dumped on ‘the road to dic, like - 
abandoned. dog so ents, [f the 
stronger ones manoged = to 
struggle back to Moscow, the 
celebrations would be over by 
the timo they got there. 

I shivered with icy forebod- 
ing, and although 1 knew that 
escape from the Sovict Union 
was Impossible, I still went on 
deluding myself that, some day, 
somehow, Arcadi and I might 
escape from the horrors of 
Stalin's Russia. 

In those first years in Moscow, 
T had believed that one day: we ' 
should all get out into tho free 
world nogain. Naw I knew we 
were inextricably caught in the 
Sovict web. IL' myself could 
escape, but since Arcadi could 
not it was futHe to long for 
the free world we had both 
once lived in and foollshly left. 

IMlustons and false political ~ 
bellefs had originally ‘brought 
us together. Disillusionment, 
trouble, and hardship, the need 
each of us had of tho other, 
and an attraction which the 
years had welded into a oneness 
of body and spirit, had firmly 
united us. 

Arcadt would againand again 
tell me to save mvself, to leave 
him and go back to’ England. 
But. ho knew I never would. IT 
would havo given up almost 


cold, thoy ; 


anything in the world, except , 


Arcadi, to gct out of Russia. 


Y the Inst years of my life in 
Moscow, conditions were both 
better and wors: than In tho 
days when I first ved the Ufe 
of a Russian. But there was 


on ever increasing differentia- - 


tion in the living standards be- 


tween the rulers and the ruled, ° 


and between the skilled workers: 
and the unsidlled. 

There wns less actual starva- 
tion, but the privileged were 
now. more privileged, and class 
distinctlons more openly’ dis- 
“played, : 

Earlier the masses were not 
fully aware sof the great gulf 
between them and their rulers. 
Luxury had not been openly 
displayed, but hidden 
unavowed, Now It was obvious 
to the dullest intelligence that 
the fruits of thelr Inbour were 
not for the working class, and 
probably never would be. . 

My son was born on March 
10, 1934, and I began the 
happiest perlod - of my lfe in 
Moscow. ‘With my son's birtlr 
I began to:accept — Hfe, to be
